now assembled, to divide the county 
of York, and also tc fix upon a suit- 
able place for the seat of justice for 
the new county. Nov.- know ye that 
for and in consideration of the ad- 
vantages which we may derive from 
the increase in value of the remain- 
der of our property by GettyKtown be- 
ing fixed upon for the seat of justice. 
we therefore, transfer and set over 
unto the said Alexander Dobbin and 
David Moore in trust for and to his 
only proper use and behoof of the-said 
county so to be created all our rights, 
-tiile and claim 
whatsoever to the
